• Tort d« France, Max 27.— Profetior 
Bipbert T. Hill, United SUtes govern 
m^nt geologlit, and head of the ex- 
pedition sent by the National Oeo- 
fcaphical lociety, bat Just come in 
a dartng and prolonced investl- 
gation of tha Tolcanlo activltr la Mar- 
tiitlqiie. 

Professor Hill chartered a steamer 
ayd carefully examined the coast as 
tar north as Port de Macouba, at the 

extreme end ot the Island, making 
frequent landings. After landing at 
Ije Precheur, Ave miles north of St. 
Pierre, be walked through an area of 
active Toleantsm, to the latter place 
and made a niinutf f>\ntniimtion of 
tbe various {ihenomena disclosed. 

Profeuor Hill Is the flnt and only 
m|ua who hai set foot in the area of 
tbe craters, Assures and fiimaroles 
and. liecanst' of liis high posiiinn as a 
scientist, his story is valuable. In ad- 
dition to hia work of investigation, 
the professor rescued in his steamer 
many poor inopU' of La Precheur. 
who had ventured l)acK after desert- 
ing their homes and found tbemaelyef 
in' awful danger. He reporta ail M* 
lows: 

"The zone of the catastrophe in 
Martinique forms an elongated oval, 
OQptainlng on land about eight square 
mile* of destruction. This OTal is 
partly over the sea. The land part is 
bounded by lines running from Le 
Precheur to the peak of Mont Pelee, 
thence curving around to Carbet 
There were three well marlced zones: 
First, a center of aiiniliilation. in 
whlce all life, vegetable and animal, 
was utterly destroyed, the greater 
northern part of 8t Pierre was in this 
zone; second, a zone of singeing, blis- 
tering flame, which also was fatal to 
all life, kill al^ men and animals, 
^mlng the leaves on the trees and 
scorching, but not utterly destroying, 
the trees themselves; third, a large, 
outer, non-destrncf ivo ;-.iine of ashes, 
wherein some vegetation was injured. 
The focus of annihilation was the new 
crater midway between the sea and 
the iieak of Mont Pelee, where snow 
exists, a new area of active volcan- 
li^, with hundreds of fumaroles or 
mtnlature volcanoes. The new crater 
Is now vomifinK black, hot mud. which 
is falling into the sea. Both craters, 
the old and the new, are active. 
Mushroom-shaped steam explosions 
constantly ascend from the old crater, 
while heavy ash laden clouds float hor- 
ispntally from the new crater. The 
old ejects steam, smoke, mud, pumice 
and lapilllt, but no molten lava. 

"The salient topography of the re- 
gion is unaltered. 1'he (l(>struction of 
St. Pierre was due to the new crater. 
The explosion bad great superficial 
force, acting in radial directions, as is 
' evidence by the dismounting and 
carrying for yards the guns in the 
bf^ttc^ry 00 the hill south of St. Pierre 
and this colonial statue of the Virgin 
in the same locality and also by the 
condition of the ruined houses in St. 
Pierre. 

''According to the testimony of 
some persons there was an accbm- 

panying flame. Others think the in- 
candescent cinders and the force of 
their ejection were sufBcient to cause 
the d^trt^ction. That m\>st be inves- 
tigated. I am not following the na- 
ture of this hill." 

This is the first positive and scien- 
tific statement based on observed 
facts. Professor Hill has now started 
on horseback for the volcano. He 
will study the whole affecti d area and 
will try to get to both craters. He 
win vialt ko»o Rouge and the slope 
of Mont Pelee. The undertaking is 
very hazardous, as explosions may 
occur at any moment, as one did May 
20. Professor Hill knows the risk he 
takaa, but laya tha only war to dis- 
cover e^gictly what has happened is to 
fo to t^ eifter iUelX or as n«ar it as 
^ibla. He wiU bf g oaa two days. 

Again In Eruption. 
Wirt de France, Island of Martini- 
Oae. May 28.— Moht Pelee is again In 
eruption. Huge, inky-black coluds 
are rolling over Fort de Prance in 
great rnasHes, in which there are pe- 
culiar lightning flashes. The Inhabit- 
aata are now flocking into the great 
square of the town. If the demonstra- 
tion increases a panic Is imminent. A 
v^rjf heavy surf has been beating on 
the ahore for the last two hours, and 



an enormous, greyish yellow cloud, at 
a great height, is, dimly visible in the 
direction of Mont Pelee. The night is 
intensely dark and the stars are only 
faintly visible. Fort de France is in 
Bb danger from the volcano. 

Ashea From Mont Pelee. 

Roseau. Island of Dominica, B. W. 
I , .May 28 — During the whole of the 
night ashes from the volcano of the 
Island of Martinique fell here in great- 
er quantity than ever experienced 
since the outbreak of Mont Peleei

been decided to distribute them 
among a number of depots.

Chicago, May 28. — ttmU Rossman, 
19, shot and killed his sweetheart, 
Sophia Batal, and then shot himself. 
It Is believed h( will die. Tbe girl 
was but 17. She and Roasman came 
to Chicago two months ago from Bo- 
hemia with an aunt. They were 
s.veethearts in the old country and 
thtf girl was brought along because 
Rossman bad threatened to kill her 
and himself if any attempt was made 
to sei)arate them. The opjiosition to 
the union was due to the youth of 
the pair. Sunday ni^ht both of them 
were missed and the police were no 
tifled. It was not till early roomlim 
that they were found lying tide by 
side under a sidewalk on the West 
Side. The girl was dead with a bullet 
In her brain. Roasman was also shot 
in the bead, but he still breathed 
faintly. 

A Phony Parade. 

London, May 28.— A full rehearsal 
of the coronation proci-ssion. along 
the whole length of the route, from 
Buckingham palace to West Minster, 
took place. The attendants and the 
horses were [)ractically the Fame as 
will take part in the parade June 2ii. 
The vehicles were plain coaches and 
brakes, representatives of the elabor- 
ate state equipages which will be u^e.i 
on coronation day, and grooms and 
outriders representinj; the notable per- 
sonages who will ride in attendance 
on their majesties. The flrat nine 
carriages will be occupied by mem- 
bers of the Hritish royal family. Tiiey 
will \)e followed by vehicles contain- 
ing their suites. The great s'^ite 
coaches, which will come last, was 
roi)resente(l by a big drake drawn by 
the eight cream-colored Hanoveri ns 
which figured in the procession at Vtie 
time of the late Queen Victoria'a u- 
biiee and on the occasion of her 
funeral 



Omitted From Records. 

Washington, May 28.-- Captain Mc- 
Donald continued his statements be- 
fore tbe Philippines committee and 
presented official statements to refute 
tbe testimony of Corporal () Rrien. 
Senator Rawlins said the statements 
were unneeessiuy to retute O'Brien. 
Senator Dietrich retorted that if 
O'Brien's statement had been sup 
pressed at the point where the minor- 
ity wanted it. enough would have leak- 
ed out to f;ive designing politicians an 
opportunity to make use of it. Mr. 
Rawlins resented this remark and 
said if he could not be pretected ;n the 
committee he would remain away. 
Chairman Lodge stated that Senator 
Dietrich's remark was not in order 
and thaT tbe latter responded that be 
did not intend to call high-minded wen 
atora designing politicians. All refer- 
ence to the Incident then was stricken 
from the record. 



Victim of Cholera. 
Manilla. May 28.— Captain Cbarlee 

E. Russell of the Eighth infantry is 
dead. He was the first officer to die 
of cholera. Up to the present in Ma- 
nilla there have been 26 cases of 
cholera and 20 deaths among the 
Americans and l.'i casis and 10 deaths 
among the iihiropean population. The 
cholera totals to date are as follows: 
Manilla 1,165 cases and 935 deaths; 
provinces 5,001 cases and 2,878 deaths. 

Kntertainment at St. Louis. 

St. Louis, May 28. — Preparations 
for the world's fair management lor 
the entertainment of tbe distinguished 
French Yisitora, includlni; Comte de 
Rochambeau, Marquis de Lafayette, 
General Brugere, Adn)iral Kournler 
and the ladies of their party contem- 
plates participation In the program 
by the Daughtera of tbe American 
Revolution. 



PhiU^delp^. May 28.— Five hun- 
dred damask weavera went on strike 

here for higher wages, closing a num- 
ber of mllla. It is contended by the 
strikers that thel)r W«ges have been 
reduced 40 per cent on the last 13 
years, and although increases have 
Ix'en promised a number of times, 
none of these were ever realized.

Senate Committes on Privileges and 
Klectlons Declares Against the 
Action of the House on 
Klectloa of geoators. 



Washington. .May 28. --Mr. Burrows, 
chairman of the committee on privi- 
leges and elections, reported that the 
majority of the committee was op- 
posed to the house resolution provid- 
ing for the election of senalora by 
people; that a majority of the commit- 
tee was in favor of tbe De^w amend- 
ment, providing the election of sena- 
tors in all states shall be uniform and 
congress shall have power to enforce 
the amendment, and finally the ma- 
jority of the committee was opposed 
to the resolution as amended. 

In answer to inquiries, .Mr. Harrows 
said that the committee by majority 
vote bad refused to report the resolu- 
tion as amended to the senate, either 
favorably or adversely. He said the 
committee had not directed him to re- 
port the resolution to the senate, eith- 
er favorably or adversely. 

Mr. Wellington (Md.) moved to dis- 
charge the committee from further 
consideration of the resolution. This 
motion went over at the suggestion of 
Mr. Hoar. , 

Convention of Pythians. 

Cincinnati, May 28. — The thirty- 
third annual convntion of the prand 
lodge of Ohio, Knights of Pythias, be- 
gan its session here, to continue un- 
til Thursday. At the same time the 
Rathbone SIstera, an organization 
named after J. H. Rathbone. the 
founder of the Knights of Pythias, 
bold their annual meeting. Over a 
thousand Knlghu are in attendance 
and the Influx of visitora wltl reseh 
into thousands. .lulius Fleischnian 
made the address of welcome to the 
grand lodge, and Hon. L. \V. Ellen- 
wood, grand chancellor of Ohio, r» 
sponded. The meeting was preceded 
by a brilliant parade of Knighta In un- 
iform. 



Budget Discussion Postponed. 
London. .May 28.— A. J. Balfour, the 
government leader, made no state- 
ment In the house of commons re- 
garding the peace ne^otiatlon.s. but 
he announced a postponement of tbe 
discussion of the budget, fixed for this 
week, regarding that It would be very 
lnci*avenient to debate the budget 
"while there were other thinjzs in the 
balance." He subsequently explained 
that it would be impossible In dis- 
cussing the budget, to prevent refer- 
ences to the peace negotiations. 

Not Well Founded. 

Knoxvllle, Tenn., May 28. — Judge 
C. .M. Clark of the United States cir- 
cuit court has hafided down an opin- 
ion In the case of Rogan, Noce and 
Smith, of RogervUIe, Tenn., vs. Vir- 
ginia-Carolina Chemical company et 
al.. in which he holds that the plain- 
tiffs' claim for damages from the de- 
fendant to the amount of 85,000 on 
the ground that the defendant com- 
pany has created a con.'.iine in this 
and other states in tbe fertilizer busl- 
ness, Is not well founded. 

Will Receive Pay. 
Haaleton, Pa., May 28.— Everything 
Is quiet at. the Cranberry colliery of 

A. Pardee & Co., where the engineers, 
firemen and pumpment quit. Several 
Clerks employed at the Silver Brook 
colliery who refused to act as firemen 
and pump runnera. were discharged. 
This week most of the strikers in the 
Hazleton district will receive their 
wages for the first half of May. This 
win be the last distribution of wages 
until the suspension Is ended. 

■ody Found. 

St. Louis, May 28.— The body of Dr. 
Edward L. Thuman, who disappeared 
Sunday, was found on the bank of the 
river a few blocks south of the place 
where his coat, hat and valuables 
were discovered. J. J. Thuman, broth- 
er of the d';ad man, who knew of no 
reason for the doctor's suicide, said: 
"Wblle my brother was discouraged 
In a professional way, he had plenty 
of SBoaer SBd seemed to eajojr Ufa." 

Chicago; May 28.— A committee of 
telegraph operators representing the 
men employed on the Illinois Central 
railroad met repressatativea of the 
company to discuss a proposition sub- 
mitted by the telegraphers. The rail- 
road officials heard the grievances 
and an early reply is expected. The 
principal grievaaoe is la tha pay the 
men aro receiving and the number of 
boura they are required to work.

Are Aeeased of Giving tbe Sugar 

TruMt Special Kateii. 
Chicago, .May 28. — Some of the 
western railroads are accused of help- 
ing the American Sugar Refining com- 
pany, commonly called the "sngar 
trust," in its efforts to kill the beet 
sugar industry in Nebraska and Col- 
orado. 

Tbe Rock Islnd, Missouri Pacific 
and the Missouri, Kansas and Texas 

railroads have Joined the Mallory 
steamship line in making a thorough 
rate of 33 cents per 100 pounds on 
sugar from New York, via Qalveston 
to Kansas City, 8t Joseph, Omaha 
and Lincoln. .Neb. On this rate the 
so-called sugar trust has Just shipped 
into the Missouri river territory 260 
•carloads of sugur, aggregating 6.000,- 
000 pounds. Th9 result Is that this 

sugar Is put In that market at a lower 
figure than, the beet sugar growere of 
Nebraska and Colorado can meet and 
realise any profit. The Illinois Cen- 
tral railroad has given notice that It 
will Jmn In making via .\ew Orleans 
the same rate of 33 cents from New 
York to Missouri river points that 
other roads are making via Galveston. 

Loubst's Arrival In France. 
DunUrii, Vranea, May M.— The 
French squadron of warahips which 

recently visited Cronstadt, Russia, as 

an escort to President Loubet, arrived 
here. M. Loubet landed at noon. He 
was welcomed by tlia mayor and re- 
ceived an ovation from tbe populace. 
The president proceeded to the cham- 
ber of commerce and at a luncheon 
subsequently, he expressed his de- 
light at the extreme cordlaltF of the 
welcome extendecf to him by both the 
imperial family and the people of Rus- 
sia. The strengthening of the bonds 
uniting Russia and France would, be 
believed, have the beneficial effect of 
causing Frenchmen to forget their 
own differences, which were more ap- 
parent than real, and to turn their 
united attention to f <ancial, economic 
and social problems urgently requir- 
ing settlement. 

United Presbyterians. 

Pittsburg. May 28.— Commissioners 
t(i till- forty-fourth annual nu'cling of 
the general assembly of the United 
Presbyterian church of North Ameri- 
ca, have arrived. One of the most im 
portant matters for consideration this 
year will be the report of the commit- 
tee on membership convenant. There 
ia an element in the churdi op p osed 
to the purpose fur which the commit- 
tee was appointed — moderating some- 
what the terms of reception into the 
church. There are many in the 
church who have long thought the 
present requirements for admission to 
the churches are far too rigid and not 
in harmony with the SJTStSM asd Spir- 
it of modern limes. 

A Settlement Reached. 
Washington, May 28.— The strike of 
the union carriage workera of this 
city, which has been in force for sev- 
en weeks, has come to an end. both 
employers and the union making con- 
cessions. An agreement was signed 
by which eight boura are to consti- 
tute a day's work, the minimum scale 
of wa^es to be J2 per diem with ex- 
tra pay for tlian eight hours and dou- 
ble pay for Sunday. Non-union men 
now employed In the different shops 
are to make application for member- 
shlp in the union The agreement is 
to become operative Aug. 4th, work ia 
the meantime to be under the Old iya> 
tcm of hours and wages. 

American Exchange Smashed. 
Paris, May 28. — Tbe American ex- 
change has beeu smashed by an an- 
gry mob. The proprietor, Donald 
Downie. formerly of New Y«)rk, had 
an altercation with one of bis French 
employes. Tbe latter was sligotly in- 
toxicated and lefused to leave the 
premises, whereupon Mr. Down;" 
caned him severely. An anf;ry mob 
quickly gathered, as is usual ia Paris 
and seeing blood flowing from a 
Frenchman, the crowd bej^an by 
smashing the windows and finally 
wrecking the place. 

Both Measures Signed. 
Washington, May 28.— The cabinet 
spent much time in discussing two im- 
portant measures— the Indian appro- 
priation bill and the omnibus claims 
bill. Both were found to contain o')- 
Jectionable items, but these after full 
discussion were decided to be of tri- 
vial importance compared with the 
other features of the bill, ^otb meas- 
uraa werf slgnisd by the pr esident 

Counterfeiter Escspes. 

Chicago, May 28.— Handcuffed to 
two other prisoners and to a deputy 
United SUtes marshal, Fred Little- 
ton, nn alleged counterfriter, being 
taken to the federal prison at Milwau- 
kee, succeeded In removing his hand- 
ouSa in the union passenger station 
and escaping.
